The most stirring event of the day was 
the friction between the District Attor- 
ney and Police Headquarters.

Waldo Promises to Hold Off. 


News of Mr. Whitman’s dissatisfaction 
with the way his graft trail was being 
crossed by the work at Headquarters got 
to Mr. Waldo.

Mrs. Walsh Answers Frankly. 

Justice Goff was sitting in court when 
he was told that Mr. Whitman had two 
witnesses that he would like to have him 
examine. The Justice immediately left 
the bench and went to chambers, where 
-Mr. Whitman joined him. After a short 
| talk the wife of Capt. Walsh was shown 
jn. She was very nervous and excited. 
| Many days of watching over her invalid 
| husband, the scandal that had broken 
fupon her family, and the many calls of 
worried and anxious friends at her home 
had greatly upset her. But the moment 
she began to answer questions she won 
the confidence and the respect of both 
i Justice Goff and Mr. Whitman. 

She answered question after question in 
tthe most direct and Fonest Manner, Sev- 
eral times she thought she saw where 
some additional information would help 
and she volunteered it. 3efore many 
minutes had passed the examination be- 
came like a conference where all those 
present were sceking the same end. After 
a long session Mrs. Walsh was temporarily 
excused, and John Hartigan, detective 
for many years for Inspector Sweeney, 
was called. It was the same clear-eyed 
and self-possessed man that had been 
questioned by Mr. Whitman on W ednes- 
day. Then he that while he had 
carried many messages for Inspector 
Sweeney and for Capt, Walsh they were 
all sealed. and he had no knowledge of 
what the envelopes contained. 

But Mr. Whitman was better fortified 
with facts yesterday. From Mrs. Walsh 
he had learned that Inspector Sweeney 
had called upon her husband on the day 
or night before Fox was released from 
the Tombs. Mrs. Walsh was not certain 
about. dates, but her mind was keen con- 
cerning inciGents. The Inspector and her 
husband had talked for a time together, 
she said, and it was arranged that the 
Inspector was to send some money in an 
envelope around to the Captain’s house 
the next day, the Captain was to add 
pome money to it, and the whole was to 
be sealed in the envelope and sent to 
Fox in the Tombs Court. 

Partly from Mrs Walsh and_ partly 
from other sources Mr. Whitman learned 
that this envelope contained $300 when 
4t arrived at the Captain’s house by the 
hand of Hartigan. The Captain slipped the 
additional $150 in it and it was then given 
to Hartigan, who carried it to court. Ar- 
riving there he met Fox who asked him 
if he had anything for him and Hartigan 
replied that he had an envelope. lox 
asked him to keep it until they got out- 
side. Then Fox was discharged and the 
two men went to a nearby café where the 
envelope changed hands. Hartigan was 
questioned along this line and he admitted 
that it was all true. Then he was asked 
if he did not know that the envelope con- 
tained money. Hartigan looked around 
the room. He caught the cold blue eyes 
of Justice Goff upon him and then he saw 
the stony impassive face of Mr. Whitman 
and he replied that he did know that 
there was no money in it. 

Tt came out during the examination of 
Hartigan and Mrs. Walsh and in the 
various statements made by Capt. Walsh 
and Fox that the $950 contributed by 
Jnspector Sweeney and the captain had 
been increased to $1,200. Of this money 
$200 went to a lawyer for fees, $300 was 
held out by another lawyer and the _ re- 
maining $700 was given to George A. Sipp 
to induce him to remain out of the State. 
Mrs. Walsh also told something about 
telephone messages that passed between 
her husband and the Inspector. 

Hartigan was under examination for 
gbout an hour, and when he had left 
Justice Goff’s chambers Mr. Whitman 
was sure that the case against the In- 
spector was fairly complete. He also 
Jearned during the day that Hartigan 
acted for Capt. Walsh in several delicate 
transactions, that he and Fox had been 
friencs for many years, and that between 
them they knew as much about the graft- 
ing system that was carried on by big 
police officials as any two small police- 
men in the city. When Hartigan went 
away Mrs. Walsh was recalled and she 
was told everything that Hartigan had 
admitted. This brightened her memory 
a. good deal and she added some missing 
links to the story. 

When the Grand Jury meets on Mon- 
@ay George A. Sipp, Thomas J. Dorien, 
one of the managers of the Hotel Avenel; 
Howard Sipp, and Fox will be examined. 
These witnesses will supply the evidence 
to procure the indictment of Capt. Walsh. 
It was Mr. Whitman’s first intention not 
to call the Captain before the Grand 
Jury to testify against other persons un- 
til a week from Monday. But he said 
yesterday that the Captain would he 
called as soon as he appeared strons 
enough to stand the wracking of a stiff 
examination. While Mr. Whitman would 
not admit it the fact was that he was 

reatly worried about the Captain’s 
nealth. The death at this time of any

@ sad blow to him. He has taken pre- 
cautions to see that the Captain is not 
annoyed in any way.

Statement from Newburger. 


Mr. Newburger made this statement: 

“T sent to Capt. Walsh’s home to 
obtain a statement. I had already be- 
gun the taking of Capt. Walsh’s state- 
ment, andi had gone as far as asking 
the full name, address, and the num- 
ber of years Walsh had been in the 


Department, and waS about to question 
him regarding the takin of graft 
when District Attorney hitman in- 
sisted on entering the room where we 
were. When Mr. Whitman learned 
that Walsh was making a statement, 
he said: 

“*T must forbid you 
statement, Capt. Walsh.’ 

“Capt. Walsh said: ‘I will do any- 
thing you say, Mr. District Attorney.’ 

“< Well,’ added Mr. Whitman, ‘I would 
advise you to make no statement.’ 

“T called Mr. Whitman's attention 
to the fact I was there as a represent- 
ative of the Police Department, and 
that I was endeavoring to obtain a 
statement from Capt. Walsh when he 
interfered.” 

A high police official, who was 
present when Mr. Newburger told the 
newspapermen of his trip to the home 
of Capt. Walsh, interrupted at this 


point: 

“JT want it understood,” he said, 
“that there is no friction between the 
Police Department and the office of 
the District Attorney.” 

Mr. Newburger continued: 

‘‘T told Mr. Whitman I was there only 
to get the facts, but the District Attor- 
ney declined to allow Capt. Walsh to 
make any further statements.” 

Inspector Patrick J. Harkins of the 
Bizhth District, Brooklyn, who testified 
before the Aldermanic Investigating Com- 
mittee regarding the absence of vice in 
that borough, and Inspector John J. 
Murtha of the Tenth District, Brooklyn, 
were summoned to Headquarters by Mr. 
Waldo. They conferred with the Commis- 
sioner for an hour and a half. Both de- 
clined to be interviewed by reporters. 

At the home of Capt. Walsh, at 1,968 
Madison Avenue, the trained nurse yes- 
terday morning said that the Captain was 
still very ill, but apparently no weaker 
than Thursday night. She added that 
Capt. Walsh seemed cheerful, and that 
he had shown no signs of despondency. 


PURCELL PAID POLICE $50,000. 


to make any 


Ex-Gambler Tells Curran Inquiry How 
He Bought Protection. 


James Purcell, who made a Iiving in 
this city for fifteen years by gambling, 
came before the Curran Investigating 
Committee yesterday and testified that 
during the ten years up to the Fall of 
1911 he had paid about $50,000 for protec- 
tion. Practically all of this money, ne 
said, went to the police in this borough 


and in Queens. During his testimony 
Purcell referred to many well-known po- 
lice officials, to whom he said he paid 
protection money. He told of the efforts 
he had made to run his business without 
paying graft and how poorly he fared. 

Purcell told of one occasion where 
Lieut. Becker had shaken him down to 
procure the release of some of his men 
who had been arrested, and among th® 
other names he mentioned were those of 
Capt. Henry, Tammany Weader Cruise, 
and John Murphy, the brother of Charles 
F. Murphy. Purcell is now an employe 
of the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime, and in the course of his examina- 
tion he mentioned the names of former 
employes of another similar society for 
the enforcement of the law. The tale 
told by Purcell was a long narrative of 
the hunted life of a small gambler who 
tried to live by his wits and had to pay 
dearly for it. 

The meeting of the committee was es- 
pecially called to examine Purcell. Mr. 
Whitman had talked with him first, but 
nothing could be gathered from his story 
that served to clear the way 
strengthening of any of the attacks on 
police graft Mr. Whitman is making. So 
Purcell was turned over to Emory R. 
Buckner, counsel for the committee while 
Assistant District Attorney Moss conduct- 
ed the examination. Many accusations 
made by Purcell against policemen were 
more than five. years old, so that they 
had passed the barrier of the Statute of 
Limitations. But the story as a whole 
was a fair one of the way the police fat- 
ten on graft. 


Started Gambling in 1896. 


Here is the way Purcell 
story: 

“T was in the gambling business since 
1896. First I was with an athletic club 
at Third Avenue between Thirty-fourth 
and Thirty-fifth Streets. I met a man 
named Oliver Jackson, who introduced me 
to Frank Abrahall, who saio he was look- 
ing for a man to join him in running a 
pool room. One was opened in the same 
building with the athletic club. About 
six weeks later I went to work for the 
Joe Gleason syndicate at 128th Street 
and Fifth Avenue. This was when [I 
first came into contact with the police.’ 

Purcell had séveral large sheets of notes 
which he was anxious to read from, but 
Mr. Moss did not want him to testify in 
his own way. He told Purcell’ to_look 
at him and to answer questions and not 
to bother with his notes. Then, in reply 
to many questions, Purcell said: 

“TIT was working in the Bohemian Club 
pool room where I frequently met Capt. 
Thomas, who was in command of that 
precinct. The pool room was at the cor- 
ner of Highty-first Street and Amsterdam 
Avenue. That was in 1897. Capt. Thomas 
used to come into the pool room every 
day and bet from $25 to $250 on a race. 
The Captain used to talk to Joe Gleason 
and say he wanted to get some advance 
information about the races. Sometimes 
Abrahall talked him out of wanting it and 
sometimes he did not succeed in doing it. 

“One day the Inspector of the district, 
I think his name was Harley, came to 
the door and the Captain and proprietor 
rushed to the fire escape and dropped 
down fifty feet to the cellar. 

“The next place we had was at Sixth 
Avenue and Fifty-fifth Street, between 
Fifty-fifth and Fifty-sixth Streets. It was 
over a saloon. Jack Robinson, a man 
we knew, told us that Policeman Murphy, 
the Inspector’s man, knew we were there 
and Robinson said we had better give 
him $10. The money was handed to 
Robinson and he gave it to Murphy.” 

Purcell said he moved again to 206 Bast 
Thirty-fourth Street. Capt. John Delaney, 
he said, was in command of the precinct. 
Then Purcell said: 

“Policeman Dick Cahill came around 
and we fixed up the payments to be 
made. During the first six weeks we paid 
$60 a week, $50 for the Captain and $10 
for Cahill. Business wasn’t very good 
here and I borrowed $1,000 from Thomas 
F. Woods, and, -with Murphy, I opened 
Other places in the precinct that was 
commanded by Capt. Martens. Abrahall 
paid money to Cahill, but Cahill was 
transferred, and he introduced me _ to 
Dick Walsh, the nephew of Inspector 
Walsh. Cahill said Walsh would collect 
the money. A man named Quinlan was 
Walsh’s partner. There was a good deal 
of trouble and we were often told to 
shift. Dick Waish "would come around 
and tell us to close or move, and we 
finally went to a place in Thirty-third 
Street. Business was quiet there, too, 

““There was an investigation going on 
and as there were six or seven poolrooms 
in the precinct, there was not enough 
business to go around. Dick Cook had a 
Place_ at 206 East Thirty-fourth Street, 
Pat Curley had another one at Twenty- 
seventh Street and Fourth Avenue, and 
there were the Featherstone and the 
Sherman House and other places.” 

Purcell told of a shooting that occurred 
in the Sherman House, and then said: 

“After this shooting Quinlan came to 
us and said for us to see Britton of the 
: Britton Society. We paid Britton $50 a 
;month for a couple ef months. Then we 
moved and made a handbook at Twenty- 
second Street and Third Avenue, and one 
| Jay we got a note telling us to call and 
see Britton at 112 Fulton Street. I called 
and the man there said that Britton 
wasn’t in, but that his name was Ike, and 
IT left $25 with him. Then I opened a 
place in Lone Island City.

Jim Burns came around and said 
Sheriff Harvey was going to close us up 
and said it would be right for us to go 
and see him at Flushing. I saw him the 
next day and he asked me if I did not 
think I ought to see some one before I 
broke in there. After some talk it was 
agreed that I should pay him $50 a week 
and the District Attorney $100, because 
ae said the District Attorney would 
have to be seen, too. The next day I 
gave him $400 to cover the three weeks I 
had already been running. 

‘‘ Purcell said that he came back to the 
Twenty-first Precinct in Manhattan and 
went into the handbook business with 
Abrahall. While we were in Thirty-third 
Street we learned that McClintock wanted 
$50 a month and we knew that we had 
to give it. Jim McCoy collected for a 
couple of months and told us we would 
have to give it regularly or that Mr. 
McClintock wouldn’t take it at all.” 

Purcell said that while he was in Long 
Island City a ward man named Herbert 
Graham used to collect for the Captain. 
He got $100 a week as well as $50 a month 
for Britton. He said that prior to the 
election he had to give up $300 for elec- 
tion expenses to help Cassidy. He said 
that when he came back to this city he 
opened a place at 235 East Thirty-third 
Street. Mr. Moss asked Purcell Whether 
he — ever paid Capt. Gannon any 
money. 


“ No,” replied Purcell. 
Then Purcell said: 


“There was a wardman named Carroll 
who collected money in that precinct. We 
paid him $60 a week. We often had to 
shift because many persons wrote com- 
plaining letters. Most of these letters 
were written by other gamblers and were 
for blackmailing purposes. For a time I 
ran a place at Thirty-sixth Street and 
Sixth Avenue. It had been owned by Pat 
McCall, whom I joined. ‘Paddy the 
Pig’ also used to run it. We paid no 
protection there because we were fighting 
the coppers. Jack McAuliffe, the light- 
weight champion, would often come in 
and get $10 to give to the cops on the 
door. Inspector Walsh would not do 
business with anybody. We ran about 
four months and were doting well, but we 
couldn’t stand McAuliffe.’’ 

Purcell next told about a political con- 
test on in the Twenty-first Precinct when 
he was there between Byrnes and Larney 
for the leadership. 


“That was before Mike Cruise's time,” 
said the witness. ‘‘ From what I under- 
stand, Charley Murphy, Mixe Cruise, and 
another man were sitting up in the Ana- 
wanda Club one night, and Chariey Mur- 
phy deplored the fact that there wasn’t 
a good leader in that district. ‘I wish 
you were up there, Mike,’ said Murphy, 
and Cruise took the hint. He moved up 
there, and the following year he won out 
in the club contests. But he would never 
come near me, and I wanted protection 
for a poolroom I was running back of my 
saloon there.”’ 

The witness told of one year during the 
administration of District Attorney Je- 
rome when he was operating in East 
Thirty-sixth Street. He said that public 
speeches made by the District Attorney 
to the effect that he admired a gambler 
for his nerve in not giving up money to 
the police were taken by the gamblers to 
mean that they could operate if they 
could get away with it, so far as the po- 
lice were concerned. 

In telling of how he finally got estab- 
lished he said: 

“When I got ready to open up the 
house I went to see Cruise. I told tim I 
wanted to open up, and he said, ‘ How 
much do I get out of it?’ 
aor much do you want?” I asked 

m, 

‘““We talked the matter over and dis- 
cussed whether it would be better to 
work on a percentage basis or for so 
much @ week. He agreed to work at so 
much a week, and Cruise said, ‘ All 
right, you tell Murtha when you are 
ready.’ 

‘““When I got ready I saw Murtha and 
he asked me what I was going to give up. 
I said I thought about $120 a week. Fifty 
for the leader, fifty for the Inspector, and 
$10 apiece for Stevens and Lee, the ward 
men. Stevens, who was Paddy Crays 
ward man, said it would be $125 or noth- 
ing, and it was $125. After I had opened 
a short time, Lee was changed to another 
precinct and I kicked against paying so 
much. It didn’t do any good. Five weeks 
later I got a ’phone message telling me 
to close up. Murtha said the word came 
from Stevens and I closed up.” 

Then Purcell told of the time he was 
raided by Lieut. Becker and how he had 
to pay Detective White &350 through a 
lawyer to get the men turned out Pur- 
cell told also about asking Ray to fix 
it so he could open a pool room, and was 
told he had to see Capt. Cray, a brother- 
in-law of Charles F. Murphy. Then Pur- 
cell said he talked with Cruise, but satis- 
factory arrangements never were made. 

The witness also asserted that he had 
found that he could bribe any squad at 
Police Headquarters which was sent out 
to raid his place with the exception of 
Lieut. Costigan. 

MAKE A POOLROOM RAID. 
Police Find Dust-Covered Furniture 
—Eight Men Arrested. 

Lieut. Costigan of the ‘‘ Strong Arm’”’ 
squad, at the head of Detectives Jessup, 
Hixon, and others, drove up to a four- 
story brick building at 1,819 Third Avenue 
last night, battered down a door leading 
from a cigar store on the ground floor 
to the floors above and entered a room 
which, it is charged, was used as a rac- 
ing pool room. Wight men, for whom 
warrants were issued yesterday after- 
noon by Chief Magistrate McAdoo, were 
previously arrested in the cigar store and 
in front of it and locked up in the East 
Sixty-seventh Street S.ation charged with 

being common gamblers. 

No one was found in the second floor 
room, and everything was covered with 
dust. There were blackboards and stools 
in the room, but no telegrarh instruments 
or visible wiring. According to the police 
a raid was made on the same place last 
July. 

The prisoners will be arraigned In Har- 
lem Court to-day. A patrolman was left 
in charge of the rooms.

Reassured by Mr, Untermyer. 


Mr. Rockefeller was plainly nervous 
and Mr. Untermyer, after hearing the 
Statement, hastened to reassure him. 

“Mr. Rockefeller,” he sald, “‘ the Chair- 


man will expect you and your physicians 
to advise if you feel at any time your 
condition becomes such as to :ender 
further examination inadvisable. it must 
be clearly understood that neither the 
Chairman nor counsel care to, or are wiil- 
ing to assume any responsibility what- 
ever on such a subject. You and your 
physicians are the best juages of the 
situation, and we shall have to rely upon 
you, under the circumstances disclosed 
by the testimony before the committee os 
to your physical condition. On that un- 
derstanding we will proceed with ihe ex- 
amination.”’ 

Mr. Untermyer then put the formal 
question: 

‘““What is your residence?”’

Mr. Rockefeller here showed a desire 
to be emphatic, although trembling and 
compelled to whisper. 

‘“‘T have never played a game o* golf 
in my life,”” he said. ‘I try to take open 
air exercise every day. That {fs the ex- 
tent of ,my amusement—taking outdoor 
¢«xercise.”’ 

Even this slight effort, however, seemed 
to tax him, and his increased nervousness 
was evident to all present. 

Mr. Untermyer paused to let the witness 
fully recover, then, in order to make the 
most of the short examination plunged 
into the manipulation of copper stocks. 

“Do you recall the occasion of the 
organization of the Amalgamated Copper 
Company in 1898?" he asked, 

Mr. Rockefeller leaned over to Mr. 
Manna, clutching the table and controlling 
himself with difficulty.

Dr. Chappell Saves His Patient. 


Here came what Dr. Chappell had pre- 
dicted if Mr. Rockefeller was put under 


a strain, It was a violent spasm of the 
throat. The witness’s head had been 
swaying ominously and the palsy spread 
over his whole nervous system. He fell 
back into his chair, coughing. The 
trembling of his hands and the wagging 
of his head became more violent and the 
muscles of his face and neck contracted 
and expanded spasmodically. Dr. Cnap- 
pell was at his side in an Ifnstant, ad- 
ministering a pill and treatment. Mr. 
Rockefeller became more quiet, but the 
physician was determined that the ordeal 
should go no further. He turned to Mr. 
Pujo. 

“Mr. Chairman,” he said. ‘I would like 
to take the liberty of drawing your at- 
tention to Mr. Rockefeller’s condition at 
the present moment. He is showing some 
symptons which precede spasms of the 
larynx, and I strongly urge you not to 
proceed, as in doing so you are certainly 
endangering his life at the present 
moment. Since my appearance before the 
committee in Washington, a new and more 
serious development has occurred in Mr. 
Rockefeller’s throat. You can see his gen- 
eral shaking now. He is on the verge of 
a spasm of the larynx which might choke 
him.” 

Messrs. Pufo and Untermyer were 
plainly concerned over tho serious turn 
the situation had taken and conferred in 
whispers.

Judging by my experience as a lawyer 
in the observance of every manner of 
the witness, I want it distinctly under- 
stood that I don’t think there was the 
slightest taint of malingering in what 
occurred to-day.’’ 

Contrary to widely published predic- 
tions that the inquirers and newspaper 
men would meet with a chilly reception 
at Jekyl Island, the club officials ex- 
tended every courtesy. When the Pujo 
party arrived at Brunswick at 12:30, New 
York time, they were greeted by A. L. 
Crovatt, local attorney for Mr. Rocke- 
feller and counsel for the Club. He had 
been waiting for them an hour because 
of delay of the train. At a dock at the 
foot of the main street, the club’s 
steamer, with colors flying, was ready to 
réceive them. 

The newspaper men, who had been, 
warned that they migit be barred, were 
invited aboard . craft and told that 
the freedom of the island would be ac- 
corded them as the guests of the ‘“Isl- 
anders.” The run of eight miles down 
Oglethorpe Bay into the tortuous chan- 
nel of Jekyl Creek was covered in forty 
minutes, and the party stepped out amid 
the green foliage and among orange trees 
loaded with golden fruit. 

John A. Garver of New York, attorney 
for Mr. Rockefeller. was at the Jeky! Isl- 
and wharf to meet Messrs. Pujo and 
Untermyer, and escorted them at once to} 
the Sans Souci, the club apartment h»use, 
three stories high, containing two apart- 
ments on each floor. Mr. Rockefeller oc- 
cupies the north apartment, second floor, 
overlooking Oglethorpe Bay. The other 
five belong to J. Pierpont Morgan, James 
A. Scrymser, Commodore Frederick G, 
Bourne, James J. Hill, and Robert C. 
Pruyn of Albany. 

Facilities for sending out the news of 
the examination were provided for the 
newspaper men, telegrap’n instruments 
having been connected with the club’s| 
telephone wires. The correspondents had j 
the freedom of the island, but were told 
they would not be permitted to attend the 
examination until it was made evident 
that Mr. Rockefeller could stand the ex- 
citement. 

After the examination the party re- 
mained an hour on Jekyl Island and then 
sailed back to Brunswick. Mr. Pujo 
left late this afternoon for Washington, 
and Mr. Untermyer departed with his 
secretary for Palm Beacn, where he will 
spend several weeks outlining the pre- 
liminary report of the Pujo committee.

ROCKEFELLER LONG AILING. 


Physicians, However, Only Recently 
Found He Had Cancer. 


Admission at Jekyll Island that William 
Rockefeller has' cancer of the throat, or 
carcinome of the larynx, oonfirms re- 
ports that had been circulated in New 
York for several weeks. The disease is 
incurable and very distressing. It was} 
this ailment that kept the financier in| 
retirement for the last six months, which | 
sent him to Bermuda, to Florida, and) 
finally to Jekyll Island, while process | 
servers from the House of Representa-! 
tives sought him as a witness for the} 
Pujo Committee. It sent him abroad two | 
years ago to consult specialists. A small} 


growth in his throat had sent him to} 
Europe in search of treatment as long 
ago as eighteen years. 

The nature of Mr. Rockefeller’s illness 
had been suspected for some time past 
by intimate friends and by a few physi- 
cians. It was only last Fall, however. in 
September it is believed, that the verdict 
of five of the most eminent. throat 
specialists of this city, established beyond 
doubt that his ailment was really cancer. 

The test by which Mr. Rockefeller’s 
specialists determined the unfortunate 
nature of his trouble, was a delicate one, 
and it is sald that before submitting to 
it Mr. Rockefeller donned a mask which 
concealed his features from those who ex- 
amined his throat. This stary reached 
THE TiIMES as well as other newspapers 
at the time of the examination, but it 
was impossible then to obtain an admis- 
sion or a dental of its truth. 

A. laryngoscope—a device of mirrors 
lighted by an electric bulb—was employed 
in the examination. Working by the 
view afforded by this instrument, the 
physicians cut away bits of tissue from 
the growth in Mr. Rockefeller’s throat. 
sliced these hits to extreme thinness by a 
microtome, and then. having stained 
them, the better to define their structure 
placed them on giass slides beneath a 
microscope. From the appearance of the 
cells the specialists reached the conclusion 
that Mr. Rockefeller had cancer. 

It {s understood that the examination |! 
was made in the office of Dr. Walter 
F. Chappell, who since has been fn con- |} 
stant attendance on Mr. Rockefeller and} 
among the men said to have taken part | 
in it. and fn the consultation which fol- 
lowed, the names of Dr. Cornelius G. 
Coakley and Dr. Harmon Smith were 
mentioned. 

One of Mr. Rockefeller’s friends who 
sees a great deal of him and 1s familar 
with the various stages of his illness sald 
vesterday: 

“Tt was eighteen years ago that Mr. 
Rockefeller developed throat t.ouble. A 
growth the size of a nea was found in his 
throat. He went abroad then and spent 
nine months under the care and ohserva- 
tion of the hest snectalists in Europe. 
They are said to have assured him that 
the growth was not malignant. Some- 
times the growth would disappear alto- 
gether. At other times it would develop 
with suffocating suddenness. 

“Tt caused Mr. Rockefeller much dis- 
comfort—even distress—and two years 
ago he went abroad and again submitted 
to an examination by specialists. They 
confirmed their first diagnosis. It had 
not developed in size, but its position 
was such as to arouse serious doubts to 
the advisability of an operation for its 
removal. 

“At times it became necessary to in- 
sert a tube in Mr. Rockefeller’s throat 
to prevent strangulation. Not so very 
lone ego he was informed by his phy- 
sician that there was danger of his chok- 
ing to death unless there was some one 
constantly near him to insert the tube 
to keen the throat onen when he was 
seized with the choking sensation due to 
the movement of the growth.” 

In the case of Mr. Rockefeller the dis- 
ease is especially dangerous because of 
his advanced age—he is 71 vears old. 
Though no remedy is known, {ft is cus- 
tomary to treat carcinoma of the larvnx 
with local apni{eatins to allay pnain and 
with efforts to build up the constitution 
of the patient by tonics and careful living. 
Recause of his age the danger to Mr. 
Rockefeller of unusual exertion of the 
throat or great excitement is extreme

Several accidents 
have already been reported at the hands 
of these new men, and right here in this 
connection it should now be clearly under- 
stood by the public that, all things con- 
sidered, there are in the industrial world 
no better conditions, no better wages and 
no fairer treatment than such as obtain 
to-day on American railroads. 

A strike, therefore, for the purpose of 
adding a few cents to the daily wage of 
a worker is simply an insult to that good- 
will and sentiment of the people which 
have consistently assisted the railroad 
man’s cause and have finally succeeded 
in placing railroad labor on a very high 
and satisfactory basis. The railroad strike 
is also a direct insult to the multitude 
of people who are now working early ang 
late to uplift the worker in other indus- 
tries, with the idea that satisfactory con- 
ditions and liberal wages will ultimately 
be returned to society in terms of satis- 
factory service. But now, to-day, not only 
on the Bangor & Aroosteok Railroad in 
Maine, but practically on all railroads, 
the people and their interests are threat- 
ened with a ‘‘tie-up’’ in the name of 
more money and less work. Look where 
you will, the excuse for a strike on rail- 
rcads is nearly always said to be in the 
interests of so-called uniformity. 

Carefully nursed and interpreted by the 
leader of the brotherhood, this unifor- 
mity is a shifting, flexible scale of wages 
of the will-o’-the-wisp variety.

EDUCATION NOTES. 


Each applicant in the written examination 
for license as teacher of shopwork in the ele- 
mentary schools, to be held at the Board of 
Education Hall on March 24 and 25, must have 
the qualifications indicated under one of the 
following heads: 

Graduation from a _ stisfactory high school 
or institution of equal or higher rank, or an 
equivalent training, or the passing of an 
academic examination; and the completion of 
a satisfactory course of professional training 
of at least two years in shopwork. 

Gtadution from a college course recognized 
by the Regents of the University of the State 
of New York, which includes satisfactory 
courses in the principles of education and in 

shopwork. : 

Two years of successful experience as sub- 
stitute teacher of shopwork in the schools of 
the City of New York, together with the com- 
pletion of a satisfactory professional course in 
shopwork. 

The completion of a course of ninety hours 
in principles and practice of shopwork teac h- 
ing at a recognized institution will be regarded 
as a satisfactory course in shopwork, within 
the meaning of the second clause above men- 
tioned. 

Candidates who prior to July 1, 1913, will 
have established eligibility under any one of 
the preceding heads may enter this examina- 
tion. 

All persons desiring to enter the examination 
on Sept. 2 for license as Principal in elemen- 
tary sc hools are required to file not later than 
April 15 a statement of their intention so to 
do on a form provided on request On this} 
application a candidate will be required to 
state the groups of the academic examination } 
he proposes to elect or to outline the basis of 
his claim™~to exemption therefrom, The licenses 
issued under these regulations hold for one 
year from date of appointment, and may be 
renewed for two successive years, without ex- 
amination, in case the work of the holder is 
satisfactory. At the close of the third year 
of continuous successful service the City 
Superintendent may make the license Perma- 
nent. 

Under Section 1,089 of the city charter, as 
amended in 1912, an eligible list of licenses as 
Principal continues in force until exhausted. 

The object of this examination is to obte vin 
an eligible list to meet the needs of the sys 
tem for a period of three to four years. The 
present salary schedule of Principals of schools 
of eighteen or more classes is as follows: 
First year, $2,500; annual increase, (conditioned 
upon meritorious service,) $240; maximum sal- 
ary, (attainable in the sixth year,) $5,500.
